Voinovich of Ohio, both expressed 
reservations about a quick vote 
— as did a solid 
phalanx of 
Democrats. 

Bolton is a

A Solemn Day in Oklahoma 


Hundreds mourn on 
10th anniversary of 
deadly building blast 

OKLAHOMA CITY | Children who lost 
their parents in the Oklahoma City 
bombing recited the names of the 
dead, and mourners gently laid 
bouquets on empty chairs symbol- 
izing each victim Tuesday as they 
observed the 10th anniversary of 
the nation’s worst act of domestic 
terrorism. 

In a church that served as a tem- 
porary morgue after the blast, more 
than 1,600 people remembered 
those who died with 168 seconds 
of silence starting at 9:02 a.m., 
the moment that the Alfred P. 
Murrah Federal Building collapsed 
on April 19, 1995. 


They also honored the survi- 
vors, the rescuers and the endur- 
ance of a damaged city that former 
President Clinton said “made us all 
Americans again.” 

“Oklahoma City changed us all. 
It broke our hearts and lifted our 
spirits and brought us together,” 
said Clinton, who was in office on 
the sunny morning that Timothy 
McVeigh brought his bomb and 
hatred for the government to the 
city in a Ryder truck. 

Across the street at the 
Oklahoma City National Memorial, 
in the grassy field where the build- 
ing once stood, 168 empty chairs 
were a solemn reminder of the car- 
nage of a decade earlier. Teddy bears 
were placed on miniature chairs 
representing the 19 children slain 
in the building’s day care facility. 



Former President Clinton and Vice 
President Dick Cheney were among the 
officials atthe Oklahoma City services. 


Regina Bonny, a retired agent 
with the Drug Enforcement Agency 
who was pulled from the debris, 
placed wreaths and flowers on the 
chairs of four slain co-workers.

Government releases 
revised food pyramid 
with 12 eating guides 

WASHINGTON | Concerned about 
steadily expanding waistlines, the 
government flipped the food pyra- 
mid on its side, adding a staircase 
for exercise and giving consumers 
12 individually-tailored models for 
improving their eating habits. 

Inside the updated pyramid 
released Tuesday, rainbow- col- 
ored bands representing different 
food groups run vertically from the 
tip to the base. 

Exercise is key to the new sys- 


tem. Fitness expert Denise Austin 
delivered a pep talk about the rec- 
ommended 30 minutes of physical 
activity, represented on the new 
pyramids by the figure of a person 
climbing steps toward the tip. 

The new guide, dubbed 
“MyPyramid,” encourages 
Americans to customize their diet 
and exercise regime along 12 mod- 
els geared to specific calorie needs 
and levels of physical activity. 

The recommendations include 
eating 3 ounces of whole-grain 
foods a day; eating 2 cups of fruit 


and 2 34 cups of vegetables a day; 
and drinking 3 cups of fat-free or

Religious harassment, 
intolerance complaints 
surface at academy 

AIR FORCE ACADEMY, COLO. I Less 
than two years after it was plunged 
into a rape scandal, the Air Force 
Academy is scrambling to address 
complaints that evangelical 
Christians wield so much influence 
at the school that anti-Semitism and 
other forms of religious harassment 
have become pervasive. 

There have been 55 complaints 
of religious discrimination at the 
academy in the past four years, 
including cases in which a Jewish 
cadet was told the Holocaust was 
revenge for the death of Jesus and 
another was called a Christ killer 
by a fellow cadet. 

The 4,300-student school 
recently started requiring staff 
members and cadets to take a 50- 
minute religious-tolerance class. 

More than 90 percent of the 
cadets identify themselves as 
Christian. A cadet survey in 2003 
found that half had heard religious 
slurs and jokes, and that many non- 
Christians felt Christians get special

In John Paul H’s Footsteps 


Benedict XVI is 
expected to continue 
conservative approach 

VATICAN CITY I Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger of Germany, a stalwart 
defender of church teaching from 
his Vatican office, was elected pope 
Tuesday in an unusually speedy con- 
clave, his fellow cardinals choosing 
a prelate expected to require adher- 
ence to the same conservative line 
of Pope John Paul II. 

Pope Benedict XVI, the name 
the white-haired Ratzinger chose, 
is 78. Appearing on St. Peter’s 
Basilica balcony as dusk fell, a red 
cape over his newly outfitted white 
robes, he called himself “a simple, 
humble worker.” 

“Dear brothers and sisters, after 
the great Pope John Paul II, the car- 
dinals have elected me — a simple, 
humble worker in the vineyard of 
the Lord,” he said after being intro- 
duced by Chilean Cardinal Jorge 
Arturo Medina Estevez. 

“The fact that the Lord can 
work and act even with insufficient 
means consoles me, and above all I 
entrust myself to your prayers,” the 
new pope said. The crowd respond- 
ed to the church’s 265th pope by 
chanting “Benedict! Benedict!” 

Ratzinger had gone into the 
conclave a favorite among cardi- 
nals who appeared torn between 
choosing a short-term pope, return- 
ing the papacy to Italy after Polish- 
born John Paul or making a stun- 
ning change by electing a prelate 
from Latin America, home to nearly 
half the world’s Catholics. 

He had delivered a particular- 
ly sensitive homily at John Paul’s 
funeral and followed it up with a

“The last pope named Benedict 
was in many respects the first mod- 
ern pope,” said John-Peter Pham, 
a professor at James Madison 
University in Virginia. “Benedict 
XV’s efforts to mediate the Great 
War as well as his humanitar- 
ian outreach, while also embrac- 
ing the Orthodox and Muslims, is 
what was for his time an unprec- 
edented choice.”

warning about tendencies that he 
considered dangers to the faith: 
sects, ideologies like Marxism, lib- 
eralism, atheism and relativism. 

“Having a clear faith, based on 
the creed of the church is often 
labeled today as a fundamental- 
ism,” he said. “Whereas relativ- 
ism, which is letting oneself be 
tossed and swept along by every 
wind of teaching, looks like the 
only attitude acceptable to today’s 
standards.” 

As head of the powerful Congre- 
gation for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
Ratzinger disciplined dissidents, 
backed John Paul in resisting 
reforms and urged caution in pur- 
suing relations with other Christian 
denominations, victor l. simpson (ap) 


“It should have been a Latino,” 
said Gloria Vazquez, a 50 -year-old 
housewife in Tegucigalpa. 

“I would have liked someone dif- 
ferent: younger, with new ideas and 
perhaps with darker skin like us,” 
said Alfonso Mercado, an ice cream 
seller in Pereira, Colombia.

GM Posts Deep 
IQ Loss of $I.IB 


High costs, sales woes 
fuel steepest quarterly 
drop in over a decade 

DETROIT I General Motors Corp. 
reported its deepest quarterly loss in 
more than a decade — $1.1 billion — 
as rising health care costs and lack- 
luster response to some new mod- 
els hammered its North American 
business. With health costs not 
getting any cheaper and Asian 
automakers grabbing more of the 
market, the outlook for the world’s 
largest automaker remains bleak. 

The January-March loss amount- 
ed to $1.95 per share, compared 
with earnings of $1.3 billion, or 
$2.25 a share, in the year-ago quar- 
ter, when the company benefited 
handsomely from its finance arm 
and improved business in Asia. 

It marked Detroit-based GM’s 
steepest quarterly deficit since 
the first quarter of 1992, when it 
reported a $21 billion loss primar- 


ily because of changes in account- 
ing procedures for retiree health 
care costs. 

Revenue fell 4.3 percent to 
$45.8 billion from $47.8 billion 
a year ago. 

“We expected a difficult quar- 
ter,” GM chief financial officer John 
Devine said in a conference call with 
investors and automotive journal- 
ists. “Obviously, that’s what we saw.” 

The company behind brands such 
as Chevrolet, Saturn and Hummer 
simply hasn’t had the response to 
a slew of new products it expect- 
ed. GM led the industry with 29 
U.S. vehicle introductions in 2004 
and plans to follow that with 17 
this year. 

On top of lukewarm car demand 
and rising medical costs, GM also 
battled intense pricing competi- 
tion in the first quarter. Revenue 
per vehicle in North America fell to 
$18,396 from $19,084 a year ago, in 
part because of reduced pricing on 
some vehicles, john porretto (ap)

Invited to the April 27 hearing are 
NFL commissioner Paul Tagliabue;

Henderson, the NFL’s executive vice 
president for labor relations. 

The committee held an 11-hour 
hearing on steroids in baseball last 
month featuring Mark McGwire 
and Jose Canseco, (ap) 


Redskins Acquire Another Top Pick 


After denying trade 
reports, team deals 
for No. 25 draft choice 

REDSKINS I Hours after declaring 
they wouldn’t trade their ninth over- 
all selection in Saturday’s NFL draft, 
the Washington Redskins acquired 
another first-round spot, the 25th 
overall, from Denver on Tuesday. 

The Broncos received the 


Redskins’ third-round choice (76th 
overall) this year, plus Washington’s 
first-rounder and fourth-rounder 
in 2006. 

The trade should enable the 
Redskins to address needs at cor- 
nerback and wide receiver, both 
strong positions in this draft. 

Earlier Tuesday, after The 
Washington Post reported the 
Redskins were discussing a trade 
that would send the No. 9 pick to 


the Oakland Raiders for corner- 
back Phillip Buchanon and a sec- 
ond-round selection, vice president 
of football operations Vinny Cerrato 
issued a terse statement intended 
to put the story to rest. 

“That is not true,” Cerrato said. 
“We are not trading that pick.” 

But an official within the league, 
speaking on condition of anonym- 
ity, told The Associated Press that 
the team has discussed a possible 


trade for Buchanon in recent days, 
but the official said none of the sce- 
narios involved Washington’s first- 
round pick. 

Coach and team president Joe 
Gibbs later clarified the Redskins’ 
position. “Right now, we’ve had no 
discussions with anyone about trad- 
ing away the ninth pick,” Gibbs said. 
“Are we considering any options we 
are presented with? Yes. We’ll con- 
sider anything.”

James Dean’s three 
crucial films come 
out on a deluxe DVD 

TEEN ANGEL I While Other actors 
are celebrated on the anniversary 
of their birth, James Dean’s death 
has always trumped life. This year, 
the 50th after the car crash that 
killed him, will witness an unprec- 
edented outpouring of media atten- 
tion for a man whose Hollywood 
career lasted but 16 months.

heartache, “Ring of Fire: The Emile 
Griffith Story” (9 p.m., USA) is a 
fine film, deserving of this special 
commercial-free airing. 

Born in the Virgin Islands, Emile 
Griffith arrived in New York City in 
the 1950s. Like many immigrants, 
he took to the boxing ring as way of 
moving up; he was also a fine nat-

ural fighter. In addition, he hap- 
pened to be gay. 

By 1962, his chief rival was 
Benny “Kid” Paret. During a 
weigh-in, Paret taunted Griffith 
with a crude Spanish slang term 
for homosexual. Griffith and Paret 
fought three televised fights, and in 
their last bout, Griffith beat Paret so 
savagely that “the Kid” never recov- 
ered — he slipped into a coma and 
died 10 days later. This fight shocked 
the public imagination —millions 
of viewers had seen a man beaten 
to death on live television. 

The balance of “Fire” follows the 
efforts to reform boxing, the can- 
cellation of “Friday Night Fights” 
and the last years of Griffith’s box- 
ing career.

Cialis Has Designs on You 


The Mercedes-Benz 
CLS500 hits jackpot 
on the sexy-o-meter 

ROAD TEST I Naming a new 
car model is never easy. 
Automakers invest millions 
and, despite vetting by lin- 
guists and focus groups, there’s 
often severe blow-back. 

The Mercedes-Benz CLS500 will 
forever be known as the “Cialis” 500 
— which, art or accident, is fit- 
ting. This is car design in a highly 
aroused state. 

With an arched beltline pay- 
ing out from the tops of the front 
wheel wells, the CLS500 looks as 
tensed as Artemus’ bow. The sheet 
metal cavorts nose-to-tail in glow-

ing rhythms that converge at the 
knife-edge deck lid. 

The car’s “greenhouse” — that 
glassy part above the fuselage — is 
narrow and swept rearward, elon- 
gating the hood and shortening the 
trunk to enhance the visual cues 
of a luxury coupe. The execution 


is flawless: prowling, predatory, 
concupiscent. 

The CLS lost the center rear seat 
position; a central floor console sepa- 
rates the two rear buckets set deep in 
the aft compartment, which is com- 
fortable but by no means spacious. 

Not too long ago, under pressure 


from animal activists, Mercedes- 
Benz agreed to offer a no -leather 
option in all its cars. There’s clearly 
no such detente with friends of the 
forest, since the CLS has plenty of

Cadillac Escalades 
will have option for 
satellite television 

OPTIONS I KVH Industries, a maker 
of satellite TV receivers for cars, 
boats and trucks, said Tuesday its 
system will be offered as an option 
in Cadillac Escalade SUVs, the first 
deal of its kind. Previously, car own- 
ers who wanted to install satellite 
TV systems had to buy them from 
electronics stores, then have them 
installed. 

“This accessory application at 
Cadillac is a major milestone in our 
overall plans to widely offer satel- 
lite TV to the light vehicle market,” 
KVH Chief Executive Martin Kits 
Van Heyningen said. The agreement 
makes KVH’s TracVision A5 sys- 
tem available to buyers as an option. 
Chris Watson, a KVH spokesman, 
said the recommended retail price 
for the option is $2,695, including 
an extended warranty. 

Customers who get the option 
will need to buy a subscription 
from DirecTV Group to get pro- 
gramming. 


Cadillac sold just more than 
50,000 Cadillac Escalade SUVs 
in 2004, said Kelly Wysocki, a 
Cadillac spokeswoman. 

KVH has been a major supplier 
of satellite TV receiver systems to 
boats since the 1990s and to rec- 
reational vehicles since 1999, but 
has eyed the larger car market for 
some time now. 

Recent technological advance- 
ments allowed the company to create 
a smaller antenna that can frt onto 
smaller vehicles such as SUVs and 
minivans. The company has been 
selling its thinner profiled anten- 
na, the TracVision A5, in electron- 
ic stores since September 2003. 

“This new relationship with GM 
is a strong operational win for KVH 
and should further sales of the A5 
antenna system,” Mike Hickey, an 
analyst at Janco Partners, said in 
a note. 

According to J.D. Power & 
Associates, a marketing infor- 
mation company, more than one- 
third of SUVs and minivans sold 
in the United States last year 
came equipped with video screens.

As LEDs improve, the 
technology looks to 
replace today’s light 

In 15 years, the fruit of Thomas 
Edison’s bright idea maybe gone. 
The likely replacement: light-emit- 
ting diodes, or LEDs. 

LEDs have been around for 
decades, but were mostly used to 
show the time on clocks or the 
battery level of a video camera. 
They weren’t used for illumina- 
tion because, for a long time, they 
couldn’t produce white light — only 
red, green and yellow. 

Nichia Chemical changed that in 
1993 with blue LEDs, which com- 
bined with red and green produce 
white light. Since then, LEDs have 
evolved quickly, and are now rapidly 
improving in brightness, efficiency 
and longevity. 

Widespread use could bring 
big energy savings and a light- 
ing revolution. Just this month, 
Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute

places where changing bulbs is dif- 
ficult or expensive, such as outside 
buildings or in pools. Hotels are 
interested in using LEDs to avoid 
having to replace bulbs, said Jim 
Anderson of Lamina Ceramics. 

But the feature of LEDs 
most likely to get them 
into homes is aesthet- 
ic. Arrays that mix red, 
green and blue LEDs 
can make any color, 
so a light could have 
three sliding knobs to 
mix color. “On a very hot 
day you might want blue 
light to cool it down a bit. 


or on a winter day you may want 
to simulate sunlight,” said Steve

researchers said they had boosted 
the light output per watt of a white 
LED to almost six times that of an 
incandescent light bulb, beating 
even a compact fluorescent bulb 
in efficiency.

The current generation of mass- 
produced white LEDs isn’t that effec- 
tive; it’s about twice as good as a light 
bulb of the same wattage. But the 
energy savings aren’t enough to over- 
come the extra expense. “It’s hard to 
convince consumers based on ener- 
gy savings alone,” said Nadarajah 
Narendran of Rensselaer. 

Development is brisk, however, 
and the Department of Energy has 
estimated LEDs could cut nation- 
al energy consumption for lighting 


by 29 percent by 2025. The 
total savings on household 
electric bills until then 
would be $125 billion. 

LEDs have other advantages that 
are propelling them into niche uses. 
Current white LEDs will last up to 
50,000 hours, about 50 times as long 
as a 60 -watt bulb. That’s almost six 
years if they’re on constantly.
